_hension and the apprehension of the people of the 
United States of America over the fact that the 
weapons which you describe as offensive sre indeed 
terrible weapons.

MOSCOV: TASS IN ENGLISH TO EUROPE 16} 1 28 OCT 52 


Dear Mr. President: 


I have received your message of Gctober 27. Lexpress my 
satisfaction and thank you for the sense of proportion you have displayed 
and for realization of the responsibility which now devolves on you for a 2 
the preservation of the peace of the world. bares 


I regard with great understanding your concern and the concern 
of the United States people in connection with the fact that the weapons 
you describe as offensive are formidable weapons indeed. Both you 
and we understand what kind of weapons these are. 


In order to eliminate as rapidly as possible the conflict which 
endangers the cause of peace, to give an assurance toall people who 
crave peace, and to reassure the American people, who, I am certain, 
also want peace, as do the people of the Soviet Union, the Soviet Go-ern- - 
ment, in addition to earlier instructions on the discontinuation of further 
work on weapons constructions sites, has given a new order to dismantle 
the arms which you described as offensive, andtocrate and returnthem 


to the Soviet Union. 


Mr. President, I should like to repeat what I had already 
written to you in my earlier messages--that the Soviet Government has 
given economic assistence to theR epublic of Cuba, as well as arms, 
because Cuba and the Cuban people were constantly under the continuous 


threat of an invasion of Cuba. 


A piratic vessel had shelled Havana. They say that this shelling Ἂν 
88 done by irresponsible Cuben emigres. Perhaps so, however, the ΝΞ 
question is from where did they shoot. It is a fact that these Cubans — A 
have no territory, they are fugitives from their country, and they have Ἢ 


no means to conduct military operations.

This means that someone put into their hands these weapons 
for shelling Havana and for piracy in the Caribbean in Cuban territorial 
waters. It is impossible in our time not to notice a piratic ship, con- 
sidering the concentration in the Caribbean of American ships from 
which everything can be seen and observed. 
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In these conditions, pirate ships freely roam around and shell 
Cuba and make piratic attacks on peaceful cargo ships. It is known that 5, 
they even shelled a British éargo:sbip.. In: & word, ‘Cuca: was under the 
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continuous threat of aggressive forces, which did- rot coaceal their 
intention to invade its territory. 
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The Cuban people want to build their life in their own interests 
without external interference. This is their right, aud tney cannot be 
blamed for wanting tu Le masters of their own coun"ry ard disposing 
of the fruits of their own labo. 


The threat of invasion of Cuba and all other schemes for creating 
tension over Cubaare desizmed to strike the Cuban people with a sense 
of insecurity, intimidate them, and prevent them from peacefully building 
their new life. 


Mr. President, I should like to say clearly once more that we 
could not remain indifferent to this. The Soviet Government decided to 
render assistance to Cuba with the means of defense againstaggression - - 
only with means for defense purposes. We have supplied the defense 
means which you describe as offensive means. We have supplied them 
to prevent an attack on Cuba -- to prevent rash acts. 


I regard with respect and trust the statement you made in your 
message of October 27, 1962, that there would be no attack, no invasion 
of Cuba, and not only on the part of the United States, but also on the 
part of other nations of the Western Hemisphere, as you said in your 
same message. Then the motives which induced us to render assistance ' 
of such a kind to Cuba disappear. 


It is for this reason that we instructed our officers -- these , 
means as I had already informed you earlier are in the hands of the 
Soviet officers -- to take appropriate measures to discontinue con- 
struction of the aforementioned facilities, to dismantle them, and to 
return them to the Soviet Union. As I had informed you in the letter 
of October 27, we are prepared to reach agreement to enable United 
Nations Representatives to verify the dismantling of these means. 


Thus in view of the assurances you have given and our 
instructions on dismantling, there is every condition for eliminating 
the present conflict. 


I note with satisfaction that you have responded to the desire 
I expressed with regard to elimination of the aforementioned dangerous 
situation, as well as with regard to providing conditions for a more 
thoughtful appraisal of the international situation, fraught as it is with 
great dangers in our age of thermonuclear weapons, rocketry, space- 
ships, global rockets, and other deadly weapons. Ali people are 
interested in insuring peace. 


Therefqre, vested with trust.and great. responsibility, we 
must not allow tae: situation to b2 some aggravated and must stamp 
out the centers where‘a: daugeroue situation fraught with grave con- , 
sequences to the cause of peace has arisen. If we, together with you, 
_and with the assistance of other people of good will, succeed in eliminating 
_ this tense atmosphere, we should also make certain that no other danger- 
ous conflicts ‘Which. could | lead toa world nuclear catastrophe. would. arise.

In conclusion, I stou'd ‘ike to say sometnirg about a detente 
between NATO and the Wzicsaw Treaty countries tha. vou reve mentioned.

we should like to continue the exchange of views on the pro- 
hibition of atomic andthermonuclear weapons, general disarmament, and 
other problems relating to the relaxation of international tension. 


Although I trust your statement, Mr. President, there are 
irresponsible people who would like to invade Cuba row and thus touch 
offa war. If we do tzke practical steps and proclaim the dismantling and 
evacuation of tne means in question from Cuba, in so doing we, at the 
same time, want the Cuban people to be certain that we are with them 
and are not absotving ov::selves of responsibility for rendering assistance | 
to the Cuban people. 


We 2ze confident that the people of all countries, like you, Mr. 
President, w:ll understand me correctly. We are not threatening. We 
want nothing but peace. Our country is now on the upsurge. 


Our peop-e are enjoying the fruits of their peaceful labor. They 
have achieved tremendous successes since the October Revolution, and 
created the greatest material, spiritual, and cultural values. Our people 
are enjoying these values; they want to continue developing their achieve- 
ments and insure their further development on the way of peace and 
social progress by their persistent labor. 


I should like to remind you, Mr. President, that military 
reconnasissance planes have violated the borders of the Soviet Union. 
In connection with this there have been conflicts between vs anc notes 
exchanged. In 1960 we shot down your U-2 plane, whose reconnaissance 
flight over the USSR wrecked the summit meeting in Paris. At that 
time, you took a corzect position and denounced that criminal act of 
the former U.S. Administration. 


But during your term of office as President another violation 
of our border has occured, by an American U-Z plane in the Sakhalin 
area. We wrote you about that violation on 30 August. At that time 
you replied that th=t violation had occurred as a result of poor weather, 
and gave assurances that this would not be repeated. We trusted your 
assurance, because the weather was indeed poor in that area at that 
time. 


Bet had not your olares peen orcered to fly about our territory, 
even poor wzatLer:cculd aot seve brought az Anizrican plane into our 
airspace. Hence, the conclusion that this is being done with the know- 
‘ledge of the Pentagon, which tramples on international norms and

A still more dangerous :8.8.: occurred on 28 October, when one 
of your reconnasissance planes intruded over Soviet borders in the 
Chukotka Peninsula area in the north and flew over our territory. The 
question is, Mr. President: How should we regard this.

A provocation? One of your planes violates our frontier during this 
anxious time we are both experiencing, when everything has been put 
into combat readiness. Is it not a fact ths. an intruding American 
plane could be easily taken for a nuclear bomber, which might push 
us to a fateful step? And all the more so since the U.S. Government 
and Pentagon long ago declared that you are maintaining a continuous 
nuclear bomber patrol. 


Therefore, you can imagine the responsibility you are assuming, 
especially now, when we are living through suchanxious times. 


I should like to express the following wish; it concerns the 
Cuban people. You do not have diplomatic relations. But through 
my officers in Cuba, I have reports that American planes are making 
flights over Cuba. 


We are interested that there should be no war inthe world, 
and that the Cuban people should live in peace. And besides, Mr. 
President, it is no secret that we have our people in Cuba. Under 
such a treaty with the Cuban Government we have sent there officers, 
instructors, mostly plain people: specialists, agronomists, zootech- 
nicians, irrigators, land reclamation specialists, plain workers, 
tractor drivers, and others. We are concerned about them. 


I should like you to consider, Mr. President, that violation 
of Cuban airspace by American planes could also lead todangerous 
consequences. And if you do not want this to happen, it would better 
if no cause is given for a dangerous situation to arise. 


We must be areful now and refrain from any steps which 
would not be useful to the defense of the states involved in the conflict, 
which could only cause irritation and evenserve as a provocation 
for a fateful step. Therefore, we must display sanity, reason, and 
refrain from such steps. | 


We value peace perhaps even more than other peoples because 
we went through a terrible war with Hitler. But our. people will not 
falter in the face of any test. Our people trust their Government, and 
we assure aur people apd word puodlic: opinivn that the Soviet Govern- 
ment will not ‘allow itself to be provoked. : But :f'the provocateurs 
unleash a war, they will not evade respousioility and the grave con-
